"We  don't  want  any 
political  commissar  kangroo 
courts!"  With  this  Wayne 
Hankey  (SGS)  went  on  to 
move  that  SAC  give 
support  to  the  CAPUT  and 
let  the  plans  for  an  interim 
disciplinary  committee 
drop. 

The  meeting  of  SAC 
was  held  last  night  in 
Erindale's  Common  Room 
from  7:30  -????  (this 
Erindalian  left  at  1 :40  this 
morning!)  According  to 
Ken  Philbrook  it  was  one 
of  the  best  attended 
meetings.  But  more  of  that 
later. 

Hankey  is  an  eloquent 
speaker.  (Trinity  homiletics 
no  doubt!)  but  he  didn't 
persuade  everyone 
immediately.  You  wouldn't 
have  believed  the  time 
spent  debating  what  was 
obvious;  namely  that  an 
interim  disciplinary 
committee  which  is 
acceptable  to  SAC,  ATS 
and  so  forth  has  not  yet 
been  found,  and  that  the 
CAPUT  legally  is  still 
responsible  for  disciplinary 
action.  It  is  against  SAC 
nolicy  to  support  CAPUT, 
ichardson  argued,  but 
I  ierted  that  the  University 
as  survived  two  discipline 
crises  and  that  stop-gap 
measures  are  dangerous. 
This  is  especially  true  as 
members  of  the  discipline 
committee  would  possess  a 
"fantastic  amount  of 
power"  judical  and 
political. 

Reform  Needed

University  government  is 
the  answer  to  the  dilemma. 
And  CAPUT  in  the 
meantime,  will  approach 
disciplinary  crises  "on 
tiptoe". 

One  other  bit  of 
interesting  business  —  for 
Erindale  students  —  was 
the  discussion  of  the 
building  of  a  Campus 
Centre.  This  has  been 
discussed  before  and  it  was 
reported  that  since  the 
original  plans  were  drawn, 
the  cost  has  escalated  from 
four  million  dollars  to  five. 
It  has  been  necessary  to 
choose  a  new  site,  too, 
which  will  probably 
necessitate  a  whole  new  set 
of  plans. 

This  campus  centre 
now  is  planned  to  be  next 
to  the  Faculty  Club  on  the 
St.  George  Campus.  The 
problem  is,  of  course, 
financing  it. 

SAC  has  decided  to 
send  a  referendum  to  all 
students  asking  if  they 
would  be  willing  to  pay  a 
levy  every  year  until  the 
center  is  paid  for.  It  is 
figured  that  $11  per 
student  per  year  will  have 
the  center  paid  for  in  20 
years. 

The  obvious  question 
rises  —  What  is  in  it  for 
Erindale  and  Scarborough? 
Not  much!  Why  should 
Erindale  students  pay 
eleven  dollars  a  year  for 
the  unique  privilege  of 
knowing  that  there  is  a 
building  down  town? 
Erindale  students  have 
plans  for  Erindale. 


Philbrook  Speaks 

Ken  Philbrook, 
Erindale's  SAC  rep  pointed 
out  that  the  future  would 
see  a  move  out  of  the  city 
into  the  suburbs  and 
consequently,  the  future 
holds  growth  for  the 
satellite  colleges.  The 
discussion  stopped  there 
with  a  comment  from 
another  SAC  rep  who 
(obviously)  didn't  know 
Ken's  address  -  "Don't 
admit  defeat!"  When  Ken 
assured  him  he  did  not 
consider  that  a  defeat  all 
further  discussions  died 
with  the  compliment  of  the 
week  from  the  chair,  "Well, 
it  is  pretty  at  Erindale  in 
the  daytime." 

The  chairman,  by  the 
way,  was  Art  Mcllwain 
(IV  Eng.)  and  I  did  say  I 
had  more  to  say  about 
attendance  at  the  meeting. 

According  to  the 
dictionary  one  of  the 
meanings  of  'attend'  is 
"turn  the  mind,  to  apply 
oneself".  Well,  a  lot  of  the 
SAC  reps  attend,  in  the 
sense  of  being  physically 
present  but  the  number 
who  actually  turn  their 
mind  to  what  is  going  on 
can  be  counted  on  the 
fingers  of  one  hand.  The 
chairman  deserves  a  lot  of 
sympathy  and  credit  — 
nobody  else  but  the 
reporters  from  Varsity  and 
Erindalian  and  the  SAC 
secretary  sat  through 
everything  even  till  1 :30. 

There  is  a  lot  of 
important  work  being  done 
at  SAC.  Too  bad  it  gets 
slowed  down  by  meetings 
like  the  one  last  night  at 
Erindale.

McGuigan  (Economics) 
with  the  unreserved 
support  of  Dean  Robinson 
proposes  an  experimental 
program. 

In  the  terms  of  the 
report,  the  theme  of  the 
program  "is  to  examine  the 
myths  and  models  that 
underlie  contemporary 
thought  and  action  and  to 
compare  them  with  those 
of  other  cultures  in  other 
times  and  places." 

In  plain  language  it 
means  that  a  volunteer 
group  of  100  freshmen  will 
receive  individual  attention 
Mnked  to  intensive 
education  from  a  highly 
qualified  team  of 
specialists. 

Called  University  100, 
the  course  is  worth  three 
credits  for  those  in  Arts. 
The  course  includes 
detailed  reading  and 
analysis  through 
independent  thinking. 
Subjects  included  are 
communications,  war,  love, 
death  and  Utopia.  Each 
subject  is  covered  over  a 
period  of  six  weeks  with  a 
total  of  six  hours

A  DOMED  STADIUM 

FOR  ERINDALE   ? 


Houston's  got  one.  Buf- 
falo's getting  one.  Montreal 
wants  one.  Toronto  needs 
one.  Erindale's  building 
one? 

The  University  of 
Toronto  Athletic  Depart- 
ment meeting  in  a  closed 
session  with  the  U  of  T 
Boaid  of  Govcrnois  approv- 
ed in  principle  a  25  year 
athletic  building  program 
which  could  see  a  domed 
stadium  on  the  Erindale 
campus  by  1975. 

As  part  of  a  giant 
athletic  complex  to  be 
constructed  in  the  Erindale 
campus  area  comprising,  an 
inland  rowing  course,  polo 
field,  cricket  pitch,  horse 
race  track,  car  racing 
circuit,  field  house  and 
gymnasium,  the  50,000 
seat  domed  stadium  would 
be  the  needed  cornerstone 
to  put  Erindale  College  or 
Erindale  University,  as  it 
will  be  known  by  then,  on 
the  sports  map. 

The  stadium  would  be 
operated  by  the  University 
and  would  be  the  home  of 
the  Erindale  College 
Football  Team,  Basketball, 
Soccer  and  Hockey  teams 
On  alternate  weekends  the 
stadium  would  be  the 
h  d  m  e  of  Toronto's 
^ofessional  football  team 
the  Argonauts,  and  the 
Toronto  baseball  team 
which  should  be  granted  a 
franchise  for  major  league 
baseball  sometime  within 
the  next  five  years. 

An  engineering 
consultant  for  Buswell, 
Brownwell,  Sauble,  and 
Smith,  the  consulting  firm 
which  is  undertaking  a 
$5  0,000  feasibility  study 
ordered  by  the  University, 
explained  the  advantages  of 
locating  the  stadium  in  the 
Erindale-Mississauga  area. 
"Land  cost  is  the  main 
reason",  he  stated.  "The 
cost  of  locating  the 
stadium  closer  to  the  heart 
of  downtown  Toronto 
would  be  prohibitive.  Also 
we  feel  that  Erindale  is  a 
dynamic  centre  in  which  to 
build  the  complex.  Low 
municipal    taxes,   room    for 


construction  of  good  access 
roads,  proximity  to  both 
the  Queen  Elizabeth 
Highway  and  the  401,  a 
growing,  .youth -oriented 
market  would  enable  us  to 
make  use  of  the  projected 
20,000  student  enrollment 
as  customers,  plus  the  fact 
that  we  would  be  in  the 
centre  of  the  New  Erin 
Mills  development  which 
will  encompass  100,000 
people  within  a  five  mile 
radius  of  Erindale  College 
by  1975." 

As  the  projected  cost 
of  the  stadium  would  be  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  $40 
million  dollars,  the 
University  would  find  the 
cost  of  the  project 
prohibitive.  Fortunately, 
the  federal  government,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Task 
Force  on  Sports  for 
Canada,  is  eager  to 
contribute  to  this  project 
which  would  provide  a 
much-needed  sports 
facilities  on  both  the 
amateur  and  professional 
level  for  the  Southern 
Ontario  region. 

The  Town  of 
Mississauga  council  would, 
in  all  probability, 
contribute  to  the  venture 
as  the  project  would  bring 
valuable    revenue    in    the 


form  of  tax  dollars, 
construction  contracts, 
jobs,  service  facilities, 
tourism  and  capital  into 
the  Mississauga  region. 

Mr.  H.P.  Barker  of  the 
Consolidated  Amusements 
Corp.  fe»els  that  the 
stadium  project  would' 
provide  services  for  not 
only  Mississauga,  or 
Toronto ,  but  all  of 
Ontario.  "The  stadium 
would,  like  Houston's 
Astrodome,  have  to  be 
used  approximately  225 
days  of  the  year  in  order 
to  see  a  profit.  While 
sporting  events  such  as 
track  meets,  hockey, 
football,  basketball,  and 
baseball  games  would  use 
the  stadium  facilities  for 
approximately  170  days  of 
the  225,  the  Astrodome  in 
Houston  is  also  promoting 
other  forms  of  spectator 
events,  such  as  circus  acts, 
roller  derbys,  rock  festivals, 
motorcycle  racing, 
convention  facilites,  and 
big-name  entertainment  to 
help  put  the  stadium  in  the 
black." 

The  stadium  would 
employ  the  latest  in  sport 
technology  which  would 
enable    a    hockey   game   to

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A  GOOD  TRIP? 


On  the  weekend  passe 
(that  is  French  for  past)  our 
fearless  band  of  hockey 
hopefulls  travelled  north  to 
Sudbury  for  a  tournament 
sponsored  by  University 
College  of  Laurentian 
University.  We  were  asked 
by  tournament  officials  to 
bring  our  own  sleeping  bags 
as  they  were  unable  to 
accumulate  enough  linen. 
With  the  Sieve  (Brian 
Robson)  driving  his  VW  we 
arrived  at  Sudbury  first  and 
our  hosts  showed  us  to  our 
team  room.  The  room 
consisted  of  two  beds  and  a 
floor  space  of  about  3  feet. 
As  the  other  thirteen 
players  arrived  we  saw  that 
it  was  impossible  to  fit  all 
into  this  room  so  after  a 
short  but  furious  fight  we 
captured  the  lobby  and  set 
up  camp.

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EDITORIAL 

WHAT  IS  A 
RESIDENCE? 


A  man's  home  is  his  castle,  or  so  it  was  once  said.  In 
his  home  a  man  has  the  freedom  to  pursue  his  hobbies 
^nd  enjoy  life  with  his  family.  It's  a  great  homey 
Ptmosphere.  But  what  if  a  home  does  not  contain  a 
family?  What  if  a  home  is  occupied  by  five,  eight  or  even 
fourteen  individuals  all  supposedly  striving  for  the  same 
goal?  Does  the  structure  of  a  family  house  really  fill  the 
need? 

Last  week  Erindale  College  received  plans  for  town 
houses  that  could  conceivably  be  erected  as  residences. 
The  plans  were  received  three  days  after  they  were 
requested.  Obviously  they  are  a  stock  type  townhouse 
plan  suitable  for  any  residential  development,  but  hardly 
a  true  student  residence. 

Perhaps  we  should  illustrate  the  difference  between 
on-campus  housing  and  a  residence.  The  housing  project 
fills  a  gap  between  a-  commuter  and  a  quasi-residential 
university  community.  The  houses  offer  people  who  come 
from  out  of  town  a  place  to  sleep  and  study.  The  houses 
will  give  the  administration  a  chance  to  write  about 
residence  quotas  in  the  forthcoming  academic  calendar. 
The  houses  will  provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to 
make  on  their  own,  which  some  do  not  and  soon  find 
out.  But  the  housing  project  lacks  one  thing  that  every 
student  residence  in  Canada  has;  and  that  is  common 
living  space.  A  place  where  students  from  each  floor  can 
go  to  read,  talk,  eat,  sleep,  or  just  breathe  is  what  our 
houses  lack.  Townhouses  have  common  walls,  pipes,  and 
hydro  wires,  but  that  is  where  it  ends. 

Each  of  our  co-ops  today  are  single  autonomous  units 
that  exist  under  different  internal  rules.  Seldom  do  all  the 
members  of  one  house  go  to  talk  with  those  of  another. 
Last  night  was  one  of  the  few  nights  that  there  was  a 
single  member  from  each  of  the  original  four  co-ops 
under  one  roof.  It  is  definite  that  our  campus  housing 
today  cannot  be  termed  as  a  residence. 

A  residence  is  a  community  where  students  can 
spontaneously  communicate  with  someone  other  than 
those  immediately  around  him.  The  academic  atmosphere 
can  never  be  re-created  in  the  living  room  of  someone 
else's  home  because  it  is  a  home  and  not  an  academic 
common  place. 

The  Greeks  had  an  Agora,  the  Romans  had  a  Forum. 
JVhy  can't  the  Erindalians  have  a  residence?

take  place  four  hours  after 
a  football  game.  The  use  of 
synthetic  playing  surfaces 
such  as  a  Tartan  track, 
Astroturf,  and  dismantling 
floor  surfaces,  would 
enable  the  stadium  to  tailor 
itself  to  the  needs  of  the 
sport. 


The  stadium  would 
provide  untold  benefits  for 
Erindale  College,  Erindale 
would  not  only  possess  the 
finest  athletic  facilities  in 
Canada  but  would  give  the 
University  of  Toronto  and 
Erindale,  in  particular,  an 
international  reputation  in 
sport  with  events  such  as 
international  track  meets, 
the  Grey  Cup,  the  College 
Bowl,  world  class  soccer, 
and  equestrian 
competitions  to  be  staged 
on  the  Erindale  campus. 

The  stadium  project 
would  be  planned  in 
conjunction  with  the 
over-all  Erindale  College 
building  program  but  the 
operation  of  the  stadium 
and  its  accompanying 
facilities  would  in  no  way 
conflict  with  the  academic 
aims  and  objectives  of  the 
college  proper. 

The  whole  concept 
would  greatly  benefit 
Erindale  College 
undergraduates  who  would 
be  able  to  earn  as  well  as 
learn  by  filling  part-time 
jobs  such  as  ushers  and 
usherettes,  concession 
attendants,  maintenance 
people,  program  and 
souvenir   sellers,   while   still 


being  able  to  attend  class. 
While  the  project  is 
still  in  its  infancy,  the 
decision  whether  or  not  to 
move  forward  with  the 
project  must  wait  until 
after  the  feasibility  study  is 
completed  and  reviewed  by 
the  U  of  T  Board  of 
Governors,  Athletic 
Department,  Ontario 
Municipal  Board,  and  the 
Town  of  Mississauga. 


While  many  questions 
remain  unanswered  such  as 
site,  financing,  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  Federal 
Government,  it  is  certainly 
a  progressive  step  in  the 
right  direction  by  the 
University  of  Toronto, 
whose  sports  facilities  have 
been  woefully  lacking  for  a 
major  university,  and  the 
Metro  Toronto  sports 
family  which  as  had  to  put 
up  with  lack  of  proper 
facilities,  convention  sites, 
out-dated  equipment,  and 
run-down  establishments, 
such  as  Varsity  and  the 
CNE  stadiums,  for  too 
long.  It  is  time  Toronto 
and  region  possessed  a 
sports  facility  worthy  of  a 
metropolitan  area 
approaching  three  million 
people. 

The  most  thought 
provoking  question 
however,  from  an  Erindale 
College  student  point  of 
view,  is  what  fate  lies  in 
store  for  Barry  Bartlett, 
Erindale's  popular  Athletic 
Director,  when  and  if  the 
project  is  approved?

Robinson's  husband 
lectured  on  the  occult  with 
the  aid  of  demonstration  of 
the  medium's  psychic 
power. 

Brian  Skinner  and 
colleague  strongly  urged 
that  universities  seriously 
probe  the  occult.  Black  and 
white  magic,  alchemy, 
astrology,  E.S.P.  and 
psychical  research,  they  felt 
should  be  pursued. 

Skinner  then  illustrated 
his  belief  in  the  occult  with 
a  few  personal  examples.  It 
seems  he  and  Mark  Warren, 
director  of  Laugh-In,  are 
running  parallel  courses  on 
the  tread  of  life. 

Both  joined  the 
American  Navy  and  are 
married  to  a  Mary. 

Both  joined  a  T.V. 
show,  seen  on  Wednesday 
at  10:30 

Both  weigh  175  lbs. 
and  are  six  feet,  one  and  a 
half  inches  tall. 

Both  are  presently 
writing  and  both  drive 
black  Mustangs. 

Says  Skinner,  "I  didn't 
know  Mark  until  he  moved 
in  down  the  hall  from  me  a 
little  while  ago. 

Another  example 
Skinner  cited  concerned  an 
alcoholic  friend  of  his.  Six 
months  ago,  Skinner  while 
attending  a  seance,  was 
told  to  'keep  the  friend 
away  from  the  rail'.  The 
comely  ex-disc-jockey 
assumed  'rail'  meant 
'bar-rail'.  As  it  turns  out 
with  many  oracles,  the 
message  was  ambiguous. 
The  alcoholic  jumped  in 
front  of  a  subway  train  and 
met   his  death  on  the  rail. 

Mel  Gunter  then 
explained  the  resurgence  of 
interest  in  the  occult  as 
related  to  God's  death. 
"People",  he  said,  "wish 
the  answers  to  the  ultimate 
questions,   (1)   who  am  I?, 

(2)  why   am    I   here?,   and 

(3)  where  am  I  going  were 
answerable.  The  occult, 
according  to  Gunter, 
whether  godless  or  not 
might  help  us  get  closer  to 
those  answers. 


To  support  psychical 
transmissions  Gunter  cited 
a  local  example.  Mrs. 
Robinson,  who  works  as  a 
doctor's  secretary  was 
receiving  ominous  feelings 
that  another  woman  down 
the  hall,  had  cancer.  One 
day  Mrs.  Robinson  asked 
her  to  have  a  checkup. 
Since  the  woman  did  have 
a  sore  throat  she  consented 
to  see  the  doctor.  He 
diagnosed  a  minor 
glandular  infection.  Days 
later,  however,  forbidding 
forebodings  still  haunted 
Mrs.  Robinson.  Again  the 
doctor  checked  the  other 
lady  and  found  a 
newly-formed  throat  lump 
and  after  X-rays  diagnosed 
her  case  as  glandular 
infection  with 
complications.  The 
complication  was 
CANCER. 

In  support  of  the 
power  of  the  psyche  over 
matter  Mel  Gunter  told 
about  Ramone,  who 
performed  on  a  Montreal 
T.V.  show.  "Ramone, 
solely  through  psychical 
con  centration  pierced  his 
cheeks  with  a  stiletto 
without  drawing  blood! 
Furthermore,  he  had  hoops 
placed  through  his  back 
and  was  levitated.

At  5:00  Mr.  Robinson, 
the  husband  of  the  medium 
rose  and  told  Erindalians 
how,  ever  since  he  had 
been  saved  from  castration 
(for  an  injury  received) 
through  faith-healing, 
spiritualism  had  enthralled 
him.

Robinson's  mediumistic 
capability  came  to  light, 
the  lecturess  tried  a 
practical  demonstration  of 
the  powerof  thought.  While 
a  female  Erindale  student 
was  out  of  the  room,  all 
present  were  told  to 
concentrate  -  when  she 
returned  —  alternately  red 
and  blue  (at  different 
times)  on  the  girl's  left 
shoulder.
